of fees they take for their services despite 
the inflationary spiral which has taken over 
the nation’s economy the past 15 years. 

Trying to run down the facts on this 
matter, we went to the State Capitol to the 
office of the Department of Public Accoun- 
tants, This office makes periodic audits of 
all county offices and has information as 
to how much each public official draws for 
his work. Personnel in this office told us 
that only for the tax collector and tax as- 
sessor do they have complete information 
as to the amount of recompense received. 
Since these officials receive all their income 
\from tax money, and none from such jobs 
as issuing licenses or serving subpoenas, the 
amount of money they pocket is catalogued 
to the penny. Wanting accurate and com- 
plete information on the subject, we limited 
our study to these two officials and will not 
deal with the probate judge, sheriff, or cir- 
cuit clerk. 

The tax collector and assessor are paid 
on the same basis. For collecting and as- 
sessing all special taxes that go through 
their offices, the officials take 2 percent. 
Special taxes include school and road and 
bridge levies among them. 

State general fund taxes are collected 
on a scale. For the first $5,000 taken in, the 
collector and assessor get 10 percent; for 
the next $4,000 they get 5 percent; for the 
next $3,000 they get 4 percent; for the next 
| $3,000 they get 1 1-2 percent and for the 
balance they get 1 percent.

Do Tax Collector and Assessor Get Paid Enough? 


missions for the assessor and collector 
amounted to $1636.80 from state taxes; 
+2006.64 from county taxes; $1808.57 from 
school taxes and $344.62 trom municipal 
taxes. A 50c fee added to these made each 
of the officials collect $5800.18 for their 
efforts during that fiscal year. 

In addition to this, the tax assessor is 
paid $1200 for revising the plat book and 
making abstracts for the tax collector. That 
puts his total take each year in the $7,000 
class. 

Not being too familiar with the opera- 
tion of these two offices we don’t know 
what expenses come out of the fees earned 
by these county officials. However, the 
county financial statement for Oct. 1, 1954 
—Sept. 30, 1955 shows that the county com- 
missioners paid the following expenses for 
the tax assessor: stationery and supplies, 
$1068.74; stamps, $203.14; clerk hire, $1200; 
telepho.#, $60.73. 

For the same period bills paid for the 
collector were: stationery and su pplies 
$375.11; stamps, $216.69; poll tax list, 
$46.85; equipment repairs, $34.85; clerk 
hire, $1200; telephone, $60.72. 

Since the last financial statement was 
printed, the county commissioners have 
authorized additional expense for clerk hire 
in the Enterprise court house. 

These two officials might have some 
items of expense not paid by the commis- 
sioners, we don’t know. But it seems like 
the bulk of them would be covered by what 
ihe county puts out. 

Whether or not the $5800.13 received 
by the tax collector and approximate $7000 
received by the assessor is enough remun- 
eration for these jobs is relative. It would 
not be enough for a man with a high degree 
of technical training or exceptional execu- 
tive ability. However, an individual with a 
minimum amount of schooling, no trade 
and without capital to invest in a business, 
could be well rewarded in these offices.
